Be de- 
clares, however, that this alliance 
was not to be Bolshevistic in 
character, arguing that as China 
had been unable to obtain assist- 
ance from other Powers it was 
natural that she should get into 
touch with those willing to help 
her. In this-maoner he seeks to 
explain the rutvon d’etre for sach 
an allisnce as he had in view. 
It will not be a.difficalt matter to 
reveal the absurdity of bis argn- 
ments.

BRITISH INDUSTRIES 
AND ALLIED DEBTS. 


. Reasons Against Cancellation. 
The Federation of British fn- 
“Quatries, London, has issued tha 
following communication : 
Public attention has recently 
“been concentrated upon the prob 
tem of international indebied- 
ness and, in view of the import- 
ance af this question to the futura 
of industry, the Grand Council 
of the Federation of British 
Industries, hava decided that 
publi¢. expression should be given 
to the views of the Federation. 
Great Britain is owed by other 
countries, excluding Russis, for 
money loaned ta them approxi 
mately £1,100,000,000 represent. 
ing an annual charge for interest 
and sinking fund .of roughly 
£70, 000,000. Neither interest nor 
sinking fond are, as yet, however, 
being provided by the debtor 
countries, Great Britain’ owes 
£098,000,000 ta the United 
States of America as & 
consequence of havirg used 
Britisu credit during the War for 
the benefit of these debtor coun- 
tries. On this debt interest as the 
rata of, roughly £50000,000 per 
ancum is already being paid.
